Senate Sends 
Bill to House

Foes of the administration-spon- 
sored move to buy the Central of 
Georgia docks in Savannah moved 
in the heavy oratorical artillery in 
the Senate Monday—but they fired 
in vain. 

By a vote of 35 to 14 the Senate 
approved and sent on to the 
House for action a bill which 
would empower the State Ports 
Authority to buy the $3,500,000 
Central docks. 

Meanwhile, in the House action 
was delayed on a resolution en- 
dorsing purchase of the Savan- 
nah facilities and a counterpro- 
posal to lease a $12,000,000 fed- 
eral facility at St. Marys. 


LAST-MINUTE JAM 


House Floor Leader Colbert 
Hawkins of Screven County origi- 
nally had planned to push the Sa- 
vannah resolution Monday to keep 
it from getting lost in a last- 
minute log jam. 

Hawkins said he expected the 
Rules Committee to restore the 
resolution to the caldendar on 
Tuesday. 

Meanwhile, Reps. Harold Wil- 
lingham of Cobb County and John 
Odom of Camden County submit- 
ted what in effect is a substitute 
calling for study of leasing the 
recently built Kings Bay Ammuni- 
tion Loading Terminal at St. 
Marys. 

REFERRED TO RULES 


The counterproposal also was 
referred to rules. 

Debate in the senate raged for 
more than two hours, starting with 
an attack on Atlanta newspapers 
by Sen.

Hits Adams’ 
Airline Aid

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17—A 
House subcommittee received its 
first concrete evidence today 
bearing on White House interven- 
tion in a case before an inde- 
pendent regulatory agency. 

Bernard Schwartz, the subcom- 
mittee’s discharged chief coun- 
sel, said the evidence—two 1953 
letters on White House letterheads 
—showed ‘“‘grossly improper’ ac- 
tivity by Sherman Adams, the as- 
sistant to President Eisenhower. 
But in response to questioning, Dr. 
Schwartz said he did not mean to 
suggest that anything illegal or 
improper happened as a result. 


PERSONAL LETTER 


Schwartz told about the case in- 
volving North American Airlines, 
at the time a large non-scheduled 
airline, after the letters were read 
into the record. The letters to

Integration 
Can’t Win, 
Russell Says 


Sen. Russell Monday predicted 
eventual victory for the South in 
its fight to prevent integration. 

Speaking to a joint session of 
the Georgia General Assembly, 
Russell said the people of the 
South are prepared to ‘‘cling’”’ to 
constitutional government “‘what- 
ever it may cost.” 

“The way will not be easy,”’ he 
said, and there will be ‘‘no place 
in the ranks for the faint- 
hearted.” 

Russell said that the people of 
the South are fighting not only 
for their own salvation, “‘but to 
save the rights and liberties of all 
people.” 

“We will even be the tool of sal- 
vation for our detractors when 
the final victory is won,” he de- 
clared. 

It was Russell’s first speech to 
the General Assembly since he 
left his post as governor in Janu- 
ary, 1933, to become a U.S. sena- 
tor. 

The  senator’s hard-hitting 
speech—which lambasted the 
Eisenhower Administration on the 
segregation, space and farm

WATER FREEZES 


Water froze as it fell on the 
street and sidewalks.

C. E. McCook and H. C. Sanders: 
“If we fell once we fell 50 times.” 

The blaze broke out shortly 
after 1 a.m., according to the 
proprietor of the fruit stand lo- 
cated at Pryor and Decatur 
streets.

11 Children 
Are Dead in 
2 Families 


By KEELER McCARTNEY 

Twelve persons were killed late 
Monday night when fire swept a 
two-story duplex at 1162 Pryor 
St., SW. 

Jewel Jones, 35, Negro, whose 
seven children were trapped in 
the flames, said he leaped from 
a second-story window. 

He said he was repairing a bed 
when he smelled smoke and went 
downstairs. 


CUT OFF BY FIRE 


“The whole downstairs was a 
sea_of flames,”’ he said. “I ran 
back upstairs and tried to get 
to the bedroom where the chil- 
dren were sleeping, but the flames 
cut me off. I saw I couldn’t gét 
to them and I jumped out a 
window.” 

Jones’ wife, Sarah, said her 
hair caught fire when she at- 
tempted to climb the stairs to her 
children. 

Firemen, licked by flames and 
wearing masks, entered second- 
floor windows in an attempt to 
rescue them. Water froze as it 
touched the grey asbestos shingle 
building and as it splattered on 
the street. 

In addition to the Jones chil- 
dren, Jones’ sister-in-law, Mary 
Helen Rowe and her four children 
were killed in the fire. 

“They didn’t get out of there,” 
Jones said. 


CILDREN IDENTIFIED 


The Jones children were iden- 
tified as Sandra Louis, 8; Fred- 
erick, 6; Larry, 5; Charles, 4: 
Christine, 2; Barbara, 1, and an 
infant boy, Calvin Douglas, whose 
body was found in an incubator 
in a front bedroom. 

Mary Ellen Rowe's children 


_ were listed as Betty Jo Daniels 
|and Marvin, Robert and Calvin 


Rowe, all under six years of age. 

Detectives Clinton Chafin and

Steps Into Middle 
Of Explosive Duel

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17— The 
United States rounded a major 
turning point in its North African 
policy today by extending its good 
offices to the Tunisian and French 
governments to help “settle out- 
standing problems between them.”’ 

With French consent, and for 
the first time, senior diplomats 
pointed out, the United States was 
becoming officially involved in 
the really big question of North 
Africa, the Algerian question, if 
only on its fringes. The important 
questions to be settled between 
France and Tunisia, they ex- 
plained, all touch upon the Al- 
gerian question directly or indi- 
rectly. 

The immediate effect of the 
U.S. initiative, State department 
officials believed, would be to 
head off Security Council debate 
on Tunisian and French com- 
plaints growing out of the French 
bombing of a Tunisian village 10 
days ago. American officials 
have been anxious to minimize 
Soviet propagandistic exploitation 
of the incident. 

About an hour after Secretary 
of State Dulles had returned from 
his vacation at Atlantic City and 
consulted with European and Af- 
rican specialists, the State De- 
partment at 1:15 p.m., issued this 
announcement: 

“After receiving indications 
from both the Tunisian and 
French governments that good of- 
fices would be acceptable, the 
U.S. government has decided to 
extend its good offices in conjunc- 
tion with the United Kingdom in 
order to assist the government of 
France and Tunisia to settle out- 
standing problems between 
them.” 

State Departrhent officials ver- 
bally informed the French and 
Tunisian governments of the 
U.S. decision yesterday, but the 
wording of the public announce- 
ment awaited Dulles’ approval to- 


day.

One city official, Alderman 
Douglas Wood, disagreed. He told 
the legislators during a two-hour 
public hearing on the proposal 
that “since no relief was given

passed”’ to help them. 

Wood admitted, however, he 
was “in a minority” on his think- 
ing. The Board of Aldermen 
passed during a special session 
Monday a resolution “opposing 
any plan” to increase salaries by 
legislation. 

R. D. (Doc) Sims, spokesmen 
for the policemen, charged be- 
fore a large crowd of spectators 
that included numerous police- 
men and aldermen that officers 
were promised raises before the 
city election and were then for-

Patron Saint of TV 


VATICAN CITY, Feb. 17 ap. 
Pope Pius XII today named St. 
Clare of Assisi, a 13th Century 
nun, as patron saint of televi- 
sion. 

The Roman Catholic Church 
said St. Clare was qualified be- 
cause tradition held that she 
once saw a far-off church serv- 
ice while lymng sick in bed in a 
convent.

At the bridge table, as in other 
activities, even the most hopeless 
cause merits at least some ef- 
fort, for an apparent loss often 
can be recovered if declarer will 
just keep a stiff upper lip and 
play on. South, in today’s hand, 
conceded a one trick set with far 
too much haste. 

North sorted his cards with 
great pleasure and opened with 
two no trump. When his partner 
responded with three hearts, he 
felt that his hand was too good 
to offer a mere raise, so he tem- 
porized with three spades. South 
showed his second suit and North, 
impressed with the fit, jumped 
to five hearts. 

South, though he held only 
seven high card points, recog- 
nized the great trick taking po- 
tential of his hand, and deciding 
that his club void was a key val- 
ue, contracted for slam. 

West opened the king of clubs. 
Declarer ruffed and on the first 
lead of trump West showed out. 
South gave vent to an appro- 
priate outburst and declared him- 
self down one as he conceded 
two.trump tricks to East. 

Now it is true that the situa- 
tion appeared hopeless, but noth- 
ing surely could be accomplished 
by giving up except the saving of 
a little time which in this case 
did not appear vital. South might 
just as well play along for a few 
tricks, without any expense and 
with very little effort. 

If East has three cards in each 
of the other suits, the hand can 
actually be made. Declarer 
should take the first trump lead 
with the king or ace, then ruff 
another club, and then cash three 
diamonds and three spades and 
ruff dummy’s last club. This 
brings all down to three cards. 
Declarer passes the nine of hearts 
into East, who must lead away 
from ™ queen-ten.

DOUGLASVILLE, Feb. 17—In Mesa, Ariz., the 
Chicago Cubs were holding their first “spring” squad 
game in comfortable 70-degree weather. In Douglas- 
ville, uncomfortable holdout Taylor Phillips, still cool 
to salary terms proposed by his new employers, was 
checking his contract and the thermometer. Both were 
too low, but the young man doesn’t know when he'll go 
West. 

“I may leave today, or I may be around here for some time,” 
Phillips remarked, gazing out the window at scattered snowbanks 
and vee a “Understand it’s nice and warm out in 
ear wee Mesa, but I’m not going out there until 
I sign, I'm supposed to be there now, 
: you know. They wanted me to report

Phillips, fully rested after a summer and winter vacation, 
eager to prove that the Cubs got the best of the swap.

“Let’s put it this way,”’ he said. “I loved Milwaukee. It’s a 
terrific baseball town, and I hated to leave. But I’d rather pitch 
in Chicago, than sit on the bench in Milwaukee. 


“There’s more room for pitchers in Chicago. The Milwaukee 
staff is loaded with pitchers. I started only six games all last sea- 
son; spent most of the year in the bullpen. Naturally, I want to be 
a starter. The Cubs say they're satisfied with the trade, and so am I. 


“Tell you one of the reasons I hated to leave the Braves,” Phil- 
lips continued. “I'd really looked forward to working under Whit 


Wyatt again. He helped me plenty in Atlanta in °53, and I think | 


he’d have helped me up there.”’ 
Phillips has two explanations for his below-par showing with 
last year’s N. L. champs. He doesn’t think be’s gaited to be a 
relief pitcher, and he had arm trouble. 

“I have to pitch regularly,”’ Taylor explained. “I can’t pitch | 
one game, then wait several days to pitch another. You get rusty | 
in the bullpen.” 

Whatever the reason, Phillips didn’t have too much to cele- 
brate when Milwaukee celebrated its championship. He had been 
the late-season sensation in 56. Called up from Wichita in June, he 
compiled a &3 record and sparkling ERA of 2.25. 


—Recommended by Haney and Grimm 


At the winter league meeting in Jacksonville, Brave brass 
beamed when Phillips was mentioned. They said 1957 would be his 
year. Of course, it wasn’t. Phillips posted a 3-2 chart and his ERA 
ballooned to 5.55 with the best team in the world. He alternated 
between the bench and the bullpen and pitched nary a World Series 
inning. 

Despite those unimpressive statistics, Fred Haney still thinks 
Phillips will be a major league winner. I was in Quinn’s suite the 
night the trade with the Cubs was announced, and Haney dis- 
agreed with major league writers who were saying that the 
Braves got something for nothing. 

“You guys can say all you want,”” Haney said, “but this Phil- 
lips could be a heckuva pitcher for the Cubs. He won only three 
games for us last year. That’s true. But he had a whale of a sea- 
son after he came up in 1956, He’s got potential to be a first class 
major league pitcher. This kid Taylor may also surprise some of 
you. He’s got the tools to become a fine catcher.” 

Charlie Grimm, who introduced Phillips to major league society 
when he was managing the Braves, is also a Phillips fan. In fact, 
Grimm had a loud voice in arranging the trade, and stoutly defends 
it. 

Though he hasn’t reached a salary agreement with the Cubs, 
Phillips has been working out in the Douglasville gym. He’s honed 
down to 180, several pounds lighter than last year. 

Phillips is only 24, but he’s a veteran of seven seasons, including 
two years of service baseball at Ft. Mac, where he won 31, lost 
two. He’s aware that this is a year of decision for him, and he’s 
anxious to fulfill this vast potential, which Haney was talking about. 
He has the ability but, with the exception of a 21-10 season at 
Waycross in 1952, Taylor has never been a big winner as a pro. 

He’s confident that he’ll win far more games for the Cubs than 
he did for Milkaukee. Right now, however, Taylor wants the Cubs 
to pitch in with some more cash before he starts pitching.

Missing $436 
At Marietta

MARIETTA, Feb. 17—Mayor C. | 
W. Bramblett of Marietta, in a. 
dramatic turn, Monday night | 
showed where approximately $436 | 
was used. It had been reported | 
missing since last October. 

After three hours of investiga- 
tion into a charge by Councilman 
Eugene Holcomb levied at City 
Engineer Gene Williams and 
James Lambert, shop manager 
for the city board of lights and 
water, Mayor Bramblett brought 
out the fact that most of the 
money had been stuffed in en- 
velopes and left in Williams’ 
desk. 


Lambert told investigators that 
approximately $159 was used to 
buy Christmas baskets for chil- 
dren of city employes. The coun- 
cil did not question this revela- 
tion, but deplored the “‘slipshod 
manner” in which the money was 
handled. 

Holcombe pointed out that it is 
illegal to appropriate any city 
money for gifts of this nature, 
and that in the future the entire 
council should be notified of such 
action. 

In conjunction with the missing 
money probe, a committee from 
the February Cobb County grand 
jury headed by Foreman Will Joe 
Abbott also heard the council- 
men investigate charges that 
Lambert and Williams used city 
employes and city equipment to 
repair a private boat owned by 
the two. 

Charges were made by Amos 
Croft, workshop foreman of the 
city board of lights and water 
workshop.

Meal planning for the first 
Lenten season, around 325 A.D., 
was a cinch compared with mod- 
ern times. Only three days’ 
meals had to be worked out 
instead of the present 40. 

Cooking was simpler in those 
days too. If fish was the meat 
substitute chosen for a day of 
fasting a cook just grilled it di- 
rectly over hot coals without 
benefit of fancy kitchen equip- 
ment. 

You can still serve grilled fish 
for Lent but a wider variety of 
meat substitutes now provides a 
more varied menu for this im- 
portant time, which begins 
Wednesday. 

CLOSEST TO MEAT 

Fish and seafood are by no 
means a must during the sea- 
son, but since they come closest 
to meat in flavor and texture 
they are most used by the ma- 
jority of the people who observe 
Lent. Government figures indi- 
cate that we eat more fish at 
this time than at any other time 
during the year. 

Lent originally lasted only 
three days. But late in the sixth 
century, it was extended to 36 
days, and in the seventh cen- 
tury to the 40 days now ob- 
served. As it grew in length, the 
homemaker began to have the 
problem of what to serve the 
family day after day with little 
or no meat on the table. 

Thanks to the home econo- 
mists in their test kitchens the 
cook now has a much easier 
time preparing Lenten meals. 
Fish and seafood casseroles, 
croquettes, and broiled, baked 
and fried fish recipes are within 
easy reach, along with macaroni 
and spaghetti favorites and also 
egg and cheese dishes. 

Since fish is usually thought of 
in the same breath with Lent 
the cook may begin her season 
with fish rolls in marinara sauce 
It is a different way to serve 
fish and one that will get the 
family off to a good start.

Exercise ™ 
Can Trim — 


Bulky Fat 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

Exercise is a slimming meas- 
ure, so get over the notion that 
calisthenics are no help in tak- 
ing off bulky fat. To begin with, 
there is more fat in some spots 
than in others, for fat tends to 
accumulate in the least-used 
places. When the circulation 
is stimulated in fat-susceptible 
areas, these fat cells get into 
the blood stream. 


Nature uses calories gener- 
not just from certain spots, 


all-over proposition, not 
calized one. However, with spe- 
cific exercise movements direct- 
ed through the flabby areas, the 
fat cells which are bunched in 
the bulges are made more read- 
ily available for use. 

Now for the streamlines—ex- 
ercise restores tone to flabby 
muscles. ‘Toned muscles have 
a better shape, so the figure 
becomes more shapely. 

While exercising, breathe 
deeply and aim for long, smooth 
movements and increased flexi- 
bility. Get an easy rhythm. 
Begin with a warming-up 
stretch: Raise arms above head 
and s-t-r-e-t-c-h, making sure to 
pull slim through the middle 
measurement. Stretching is a 
circulation-rouser, so take about 
three long, luxurious stretches. 
Then follow through with a 
stretching-flexing movement. 

Position: Stand in good pos- 
ture, arms down at sides. 


Movement: Swing arms for- 
ward and up, pulling slim 
through the middle measure- 


ment as you flex right -knee 
high—past the right angle mark. 
Hold for a count of 1-2-3-4, then 
circle arms down as you return 
foot to floor. Swing again, flex 
knee and continue for about 
eight counts. 

Now for leg swinging, again 
with a held movement at inter- 
vals. 

Position: Stand, holding on to 
a chair back with the right 
hand for balance. 

Movement: Swing left leg for- 
ward freely, then swing back 
past a 45-degree angle, and 
swing forward again. Now, at 
the height of the next back 


swing, hold for a count of 
1-2-3-4 . . , then swing forward 
again. Go through this rhythm 


a few times, change sides and 
swing with the right leg.

They Want 
To Work 


Maybe it’s this way with all people who were children of the 
Great Depression of the °30s, but the longer I live the more I 
value work. To have work you want to do and to be able to do 
it is surely one of this world’s greatest blessings. 


The F. Scott Fitzgerald era, when fortunate young people were 
persuaded that work was the over-rated “busy” device of dullards 
and people of means could be constructively occupied amusing 
themselves, never appealed to me. I always felt sorry for people 
who had to fill up their time with play. 

But even worse, of course, are those who can neither work 
nor play. The saddest plight conceivable is to want to work, to 
want to support oneself and to be unable to find such work. Then 
you’re in the tragic and almost untenable position of getting in 
line at an agency or a welfare office for “relief.” 

There are a lot of people in Atlanta in this position. A sur- 
prising number, really. And I don’t mean victims of a recession 
or anything temporary. The ones I’m thinking about are the 
middle-aged and elderly who were once able and self-sustaining 
but through iliness or handicaps of one kind or another became 
unfitted for the work they knew. 


The Goodwill Industries, founded in 1925, is one of the most 
decent and humane enterprises ever thought up for helping people. 
Its motto, “Not Charity—A Chance” tells why. It has work for 
people to do—good, useful work. And hundreds of elderly and 
handicapped people have maintained their independence and self- 
respect by doing that work. 

The fruits of their labor, refurbished and repaired clothes 
and furniture, have made thousands of low-income homes more 
comfortable and happier. It’s been the kind of work people could 
do with pride. 

Now the Goodwill Industries needs a hand. Its old building on 
Edgewood avenue is overcrowded—to the extent that it has been 
forced to turn away great numbers of hopeful, eager-to-work old 
folks and handicapped folks. Its workshop is badly equipped, its 
electric wiring hazardous, its sanitary facilities thoroughly in- 
adequate. 

Directors of the Goodwill Industries have been worried about 
the situation for some time and have been looking around for a 
new workshop building. They finally decided to take an option 
on the A. C. Miller building at 115-117 Courtland St., a three-story 
structure with an elevator, a full basement and plenty of space. 


The building will need alterations, new machinery suitable for 
the training of the handicapped, and, of course, the chapel for 
religious worship, which is a part of the Goodwill’s program. But 
these costs are no longer a problem. Pledges and contributions 
from the Goodwill’s board of directors, its Woman’s Auxiliary 
and the Atlanta Junior League will take care of those expenses. 

The purchase price—$175,000—is the problem. Where will it 
come from? 

For 32 years the Goodwill has operated In Atlanta and has 
made no appeal for funds. Your gifts of old clothing and dis- 
carded furniture were all it asked, except a small amount from 
the Community Chest each year. 


Now the Goodwill is making a public appeal for funds. The 
sum sounds tremendous. But in a city the size of Atlanta there 
are so many people happily able to work, I wonder how it would 
be if every single person who has a job and is glad of it gave a 
dollar or so? It wouldn’t take long to assure that good, useful 
self-respect nurturing work would continue for the hundreds of dis- 
abled and depressed who need it. 

Maybe it’s a form of superstitution, maybe it’s a remembrance 
of the depression, but I don’t see how we who are able to work 
can fail to help those who want to work.

Some 20 million persons have 
taken up handicrafts for pleasurs 
and-or profits. More than half of 
these are women, who make 
everything from ceramic lamps 
and silver jewelry to wooden 
footstools. Many more women 
do needlework, which is count- 
ed as a separate craft. 

Why this boom?

“The new approach to keep- 
ing up with the Joneses is large- 
ly responsible. We used to want 
the same thing the neighbors 
had. Now we want something 
they haven’t got. The easiest 
way to get this is to buy a hand- 
made article or make one,” said 
Mrs. Vanderbilt Webb, founder 
of the American Craftsmen’s 
Council, a national nonprofit or- 
ganization designed to raise the 
standards of crafts and to in- 
crease public appreciation. 

“Women have found they can 
make anything for the home— 
rugs, silk-screened fabrics for 
curtains, dishes, really hundreds 
of items. 

“Many women start by mak- 
ing something for their own 
home, then for someone else.

NEW YORK, Feb. 17 (UP) 
The Bell System’s annual report 
to shareholders showed today that 
the nation’s biggest utility appar- 
ently had become the biggest 
corporate money earner too, cap- 
turing the title from the General 
Motors Corp. 

The system also retained its 
lead as the biggest investor 
owned institution in the world 
with total assets topping $17,500.- 
000,000. A few years ago the Bell 
System beat out the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Co. for this title 
and has kept it ever since. 

The report showed net income 
for the system, comprising Amer- 


ican Telephone & Telegraph Co., 


and its principal telephone sub- 
sidiaries, amounted to $852,904,279, 
equal to $13 a share of AT&T 
stock.

791,083, or $13.16 a share on 6,-

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Sales Rise, 
Profits Dip 
At GM 


Company Cites 
Higher Costs 


NEW YORK, Feb. 7 (#—General 
Motors Corp., largest of the na- 
tion’s automotive giants and the 
world’s biggest industrial enter- 
prise, today reported higher sales 
but lower earnings for 1957. 

The company attributed the 
profit dip to higher costs. 

Earnings for 1957 amounted to 
$843,592,000 or $2.99 a share. This 
compared with $847,396,000 or 
$3.02 a share in 1946—a decline of 
one half of one per cent. 

In 1955—GM’s and the auto in- 
dustry’s banner year — the big 
company earned $1,189,477,000 or 
$4.26 a share. 


SECOND TO RECORD 


Sales of GM products last year 
totaled $10,989,813,000 — second 
only to the record $12,443,277,000 
scored in 1955. The 1957 total com- 
pared with 1956 sales of $10,796,- 
443,000. 


Commenting on the 1957 report, 
Harlow H. Curtice, president of 
GM and Albert Bradley, chair- 
man, predicted a further decline 
in auto sales in 1958. 


“Consumer and business spend- 
ing reached record levels in 1957 
but have eased off somewhat in 
recent months,”’ they said. ‘This 
trend may well continue during 
the remainder of the first half of 
1958. During the second half there 
is hope that the principal factors 
that have caused the downturn 
will be reversed. On balance, 1958 
can be a good year for business. 


INTENSE COMPETITION 


“The current outlook for the 
automobile industry is for an- 
other year of intense competition 
with the indicated volume being 
less than in 1957. How much less, 
it is difficult to appraise at the 
present time.” 

Sales of cars and trucks built 
in GM plants in this country to- 
taled 3,237,000 units in 1957—down 
8 per cent from 1956. GM’s share 
of the U.S. auto and truck market 
shrank from an estimated 50 per 
cent in 1956 to around 46 per cent 
in 1957 while sales of Chrysler 
Corp. and Ford increased. 

Industry statistics indicate that 
this trend gained momentum in 
the first two months of 1958.

Ordinances barring Sunday re- 
tail sales and consumption of al- 
coholic beverages in public were 
repealed by Atlanta aldermen 
Monday. Sale of $3 million worth 
of waterworks certificates was 
also authorized. 

Alderman Ed A. Gillian, police 
committee chairman, offered the 
repeal of the ordinance, asserting 
the ordinances are a “‘lot . of 
hodgepodge and actually nobody 
knows exactly what they mean.” 

Police committee members 
voted Wednesday night to recom- 
mend repeal of city ordinances 
against Sunday sales and to en- 
force a state satute which reads 
as follows: 

“Any person who shall pursue 
his business or the work of his 
ordinary calling on the Lord's 
day, works of necessity and char- 
ity only excepted, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor.”’ 

City legal advisors have ruled | 
that the city cannot legislate on 
matters already covered by state 
statutes. 

Gillian said the old law against 
drinking in public served a pur- 
pose years ago, but it is now ob- 
solete and should be repealed. 
Aldermen agreed.

BOSTON, Feb. 17 (UP) — A 
Shakespearean actor who walked 
out on Katharine Hepburn during 
a Washington, D. C., presentation 
of ‘“‘Much Ado About Nothing” 
plunged to his death here today 
from the eighth floor of a hotel. 

John Houseman, director of the 
production, opening here tonight, 
identified the body of Stanley 
Bell, 40, shortly after it was found 


on a marquee of the Hotel Tour- 


aine. 


Police said Bell either fell or 
jumped from a corridor window. 
He had registered at another hotel 
and had no luggage with him 
when he went to the Touraine, 
police said. A large sum of money 
was found in his pockets.

Friday night by leaving the stage 
of a Washington theater in the 
middle of a scene with Miss Hep- 
burn. He was replaced by an 
understudy and was missing until 
the following day, when he turned 
up at Houseman’s New York 
apartment.
